BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF 


DR. DAVID RAMSAY. 


Heaven doth with we, as we with torches do,

Tue remark, though often made, will bear a 
repetition, that Americans have just cause to 
feel proud of the men by wham their revolution 
was effected. Purer patriots the werld cannot 
boast; and among those who struck the blow at 
British dornination, and those who prepared the 
way to give to that blow ion, energy, and 
success, were many of whese mental endow- 
ments, i is no exaggeration tesay, that better for 
the exigency could not have been developed .— 
Well may the devotional mas exchiim, “in this 
is the finger of Providence made manifest!'— 
Had our revolutionary fathers been other than 
they were, plain, sensible republicans; men of 
tnore practical, discriminating, sound sense, than 
fertile imaginations; more prudence than eager- 
ness;—had they been 7 9 by an unhallow- 
ed ambition, or allured by the trappings of aris- 
tocratical distincuooa—how different might have 
been the issue of the revolutian!—we might have 
exchanged a foreign, for @ more oppressive, do- 
mestic tyranny; and our last state would have 
been worse than the first. 

The history of the Revolution should be fa- 
miliar toevery American—end by that history, 
I mean, not merely the detail of battles, su‘fer- 
ings, and triumphs, which succeeded the shed- 
ding of the first blood, but the early complaints 
and remonstrances of growing colopies against 
the selfish and depressing system of a haughty 
mother country, long before the echemes of 
Bute, Grenville, and North were thought of —- 
Toes part of our history has been too much neg- 
lected, Uwagh none could be more interesting 
to those who love to trace eflepts to their causes. 
Connected wit! the history of the reVolution, the 
biowraphy of the revolution should be familiar to 





every Amencan—and for the same reasons: — 


and nothing would be more tive of a 


wholesome feeling of unity ttreughout the land, 


than a frequent contemplation of the singleness 
of purpose and patmotic worth that eharacterwed 
our common benefactors—the men whe thought, 


and wrote, aud spoke and acted for their country, 
their whole country, and nothing but their coun- 
try. 

‘L have thought these observations no improper 
introduction to a biographical sketch of Dr. 
Ramsay; a man of distinguished ta sup- 
porter of the Revolutioo—and a faithful labourer 
in the historical vineyard of his country. 

David Ramsay was born in Lancaster county, 
State of Pennsylvama, April 2d, 1749. His 
father was an Irish emigrant—he gave all his 
sons a liberal education, and David graduated at 
the College of New Jersey, in 1765. After con- 
tinuimg a few years wm the —— of @ private 
tutor, he selected physic as his profession; and 
after a preparatury course in the College of 
Pennsylvania, he took his degree of M. D. in 
1772. 

Dr. Ramsay commenced the practice of his 

fession in Maryland; where he continued a 
year, and then removed to Charleston, South 
Carolina. Here be soon became eminent as a 
ph much esteemed asaman. He 
Was 7e attached to the prone of the 
revolution, and his pen was active in their sup- 
port. Some of his effusions were very popular; 
partiwularly one entitled “A Sermoa on Tea,” of
